Moscow, May 23.— The date of tlie 
coronation of the Czar, May 20, was 
formally proclainied to the people at '.) 
o'clock this niorning, and the ceremony 
will bo repeated to-morrow gnd on Mon- 
day. Two mounted heralds, accom- 
panied by several gentlemen aides 
do camp, masters of coronation 
ceremonies, pitrHuivants and othyrs, 
and four fiinadroiia of cavalry 
of the (guards, assembled on the arsenal 
B<piare ol the ICremlin, and thence pro- 
ceeded by the Spasskia gate to the Kra- 
saja square. Here the heralds raised 
their staffs, the people uncovered, and 
there was a fanfare of trumpets. This 
was foilowtid liy a dead silence when the 
secretary of the Kenate read the following 
"Oi;r most august, mo.st liigh and 
moat mighty sovereign having ascended 
the liereditary throne of the Empire of 
All the Riiasiiina, and of tiio Kingdom 
of Poland, and of the Grand Duchy 
of Finland, which is inseparable 
from it, has been pleased to ordain 
in imitation of all his predecessors and 
glorious ancestors that tiie sacred 
solemnity of the coronation and conse- 
ci'atioii of His Iinjierial Majesty which 
His Mil jt'Sty wills that his august con- 
sort sliall share, do (by the grace of the 
Almighty) take place on the 20tli of 
May, Moreover, His Majesty ordains 
that-, his august consort, the Empress 
Alexandra Feodorovna be , asdociated 
with this sacred act. 

" By the ptesenl proclamation, there- 
fore, this solemn act is announced to all 
thfi faithful subjects of His Majesty, to 
the end that on tltis auspicious tlay Lliey 
may send up to the King of Kings their 
most fervent prayers and implore the 
Almighty One to extend the favor of His 
blesbinga to the reign of His Majesty, to 
the maintenance of peace and tranquility, 
to the very great glory of His holy 
name and to the unchanging wealth of 
the empire." 

There was an outburst ot enlliusiaalic 
cheering after the proclamation had been 
read, and the national anthem was play- 
ed by a band in attendance. This 
brouglit forth fresh cheering and uncov- 
ering of the heads of the multitude. 
There was a great struggle to obtain 
copies of the proclamation, which was 
printed on folio vellum, beautifully illu- 
iiiinatod and adorned with the arms, 
monogram and insignia of tlie iMuperor. 
The handeome uniforms, richly eiii- 
broit'ered with gold, the cuirasses of the 
escort t^leatning in the sunshine, formed 
a gorgeous spectacle. The proclamation 
party subsefpiently proceeded to various 
parts of the city and repeated the above 
ceremony. 

The procession consisted of the com- 
manding general, the aide-de-camp gen- 
eral, two gentlemen aidea-de-caiiip, two 
grand masters of the eeremonies, two 
secretaries of the senate, two heralds-al- 
arms, and four masters of the cere- 
monies ot the coronation, all mounted, 
four squtidrons of cavalry, two belong- 
ing to the Czarinas chevalier guanis, 
and two belonging to tlio horse guards, 
with full complement of winbals and 
trumpets, four other trumpeters having 
cloth of gold hanging to their trumpets, 
tlie liaijgingB being embroidered with 
the Imperial arms. All except the her- 
alds wore Kilk scarves of the Imperial 
colors, fringed with gold. The heralds 
wore their gill;', c'l-'unie. Twelve richly 
caiiarisoiii'd horses led by etpierries fol- 
lowed the cortege on its way to the vari- 
ous places where the iiroclamation was 
read, while passing to and from these 
lo(;alitiea the trumpeters played mili- 
tary marches. Later in the day two 
masters of the ceremonies of the corona- 
tic m in gala carriages went roiiiul to the 
different embassies, legations, etc . , and 
announced formally the date of the cor- 
onation.

(From Oiir Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Jlay 2;!. — During the past 
two weeks both parties had been work 
iug jjenergetically, and from inquiries 
made in all parts ot the Dominion, it 
has been possilile to gauge somewhitt 
apiiroximately the result of the coming 
contests. The facts warrant the 
belief, without a shadow of doulit, 
that the present government will be 
sustained by a majority ranging from 
25 to 35 over all the opposing parties 
combined, the Liberals, McOarthyites 
and Patrons. 

Quebec appears likely to give the gov- 
ernment 45 seats out of 65; the Mari- 
titno Provinces 84 out of 89, Indeed, 
some of the political prophets say the 
(jrits will not secure more than two 
seats in the Atlantic provinces. In On- 
tario the situation is at present 
somewhat complicated, but dry rot 
seems to have entered the Grit 
ninks, and in many ridings they are not 
bringing forward candidates but letting 
McOarthyites or Patrons force the fight- 
ing. The governnjent, however, will 
have a substantial majority in this pro- 
vince, and the great West is expected to 
do its share to roll up the Conservative 
majority on June 23. 

John A. AlacTavish has -been appoint- 
ed clerk and secretf^ry to Collector 
Milne,pf Victoria. 

The Governor-General and General 
Gascoigne went to Montreal to-day to 
witness the great review on Monday. 

Minister of Public Works Desjardins, 
in addressing a large ward meeting of 
Conservatives here last night, sharply 
contrasted Sir Oliver Mowat'a half- 
hearted and wholly selfish support of 
Mr. Laurier with Mr. TaiUou's course in 
entering the Tupper iidniinistration. Sir 
Oliver Mowat practically said to Mr. 
Laurier, " Go on and win and I'll 
divide the spoils with you." The 
Premier of Quebec at two hours' notice 
resigned his oflice and joined Sir Charles 
Tupper in the cause ot good government, 
and entered the fight in the Liberal 
stronghold of Ciiambly-Vercheres. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier is expected here on 
Monday to speak in Hull, in the inter-

No Government Work Yet Got Through 
With in Parliament— Quarrels of 
Irish Parties. 

Lo.sno.N, May 23. — The working ses- 
sion of the House of Commons is al- 
ready half finished and thus far the 
government has only got the naval work 
bill passed out of 17 important 
bills before the House. It, therefore, it 
is (juitc evident that a number of these 
measures must be abandoned in spite of 
the strenuous eflbrts made by the gov- 
eriinieiu. 

The Kcdinondites show little disiio- 
sition to extend the olive leaf offered by 
the Dillon ites. On the contrary they 
seem exultant at the breach between 
the Liberals and the anti-Parnellitea. 

,Johu Redmond published a let- 
ter to-ilay declaring that John 
Dillon, the Auti-Pariiellile leader, 
is engaged in deliberately wrecking 
the Irish land bill apparently in order 
to re-establish himself iu tbe opinion of 
Radicals and at the expense of Ireland. 
He adds that the sole guilt will be 
Dillon's if the land bill is wrecked. 
This makes tiie chances of a reunion of 
the Irish parties still more remote.

PILOT BAY. 

(I''rom tlio Spokmio Si)oke.sinHU-Rovie\T. 

The Kootenai Jlining and Smellinc 
Comi)any at Pilot Bay, B. C, is the 
pioneer smelter of the Northwept. A. 
B, Hendryx, the general manager, who 
is now in the city, says : "The plant is 
now rtmning continuously — concentrat- 
ing, roasting and smelting. The great 
iiulk of the ore comes from the Blue 
Bell inilie. Besides this we are in tlio 
market to piirchaau what ore there is in 
sight, and are constautly receiving small 



lots from all poii^s along the lake. The 
principal ore from the outside comes 
from the Skyline, Number One, Tariff, 
and Little Phil at Aiiiswortli. We are 
now rnnninK our lirst kiln of brick and 
shall before long erect complete reOning 
works, ill order to take care of our bullion 
product, and the probabilities are that 
FiuUioii shipment will not bo continued 
for many months. We are also contem- 
plating the erection of two or three ad- 
ditional stacks to our smelter. 

"The Blue Bell mine has been so fre- 
ciuently described that I will not repeat 
it. I will say, however, that the silver 
in the mine Is increasing to each per 
cent, of lend. The company owns sev- 
eral properties near Ainswortb, and it is 
the intention now to have them tho- 
roughly examined, and they will proba- 
l)iy be opened up before many weeks. 
The bullion value of the Blue Bell ore 
can be materially increased by concen- 
trating higher lead. It has been found 
that there is an excess of iron in the ore, 
and now we are saving about 20 tons a 
day above our requironienta. As a re- 
bjult we have cancelled all orders for 
iron ore and acrap iron, which up to the 
present time we have been purchasing 
on the outside."

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THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

Hr. fpurier Favors Separate Scboola and 
Coercion, 

<Ptom the Winnipeg Nor'-Wcster.) 
There are two classes of persons who 
favor remedial legiblation, namely, tliosu 
■who desire srparate schools for tliem- 
selves and Uiose who would rather bo 
•without them but believe in fair play 
and adherence to the opnatitntion. Mr. 
Laurier belongs to the former class, na 
everyone may see from the following ox- 
tracia from his speeches. Is there any 
diflerence between his views and thoHo 
of Mr. lluyli John Miicdonald, except 
that Mr. .Miuuloniild does not like sepa- 
rate scliools anil that Mr. Laurier does? 

At >Vinnipeg, on 8rd September, 1894, 
Mr. Laurier yaid : 

" I aiiiil ui)on the door of the House of 
Comuuins: ' Prove to nio that the com- 
plaint of the Koni:in Catholic minority is 
true ; that iheir rights are oatrat;ed to this 
extent, that instead of aeuding their chil- 
dren to schools where there is no reli- 
gious teaching, they are forced to send 
their children to schools where there is 
religious teaching, not their own, and I 
will be prepared to go before the peoiile 
of Manitoba and tell them that such it.- 
gislation should not stand." I have no- 
thing else to say in Winnipeg than what 
I have eaid on the floor of parliament, in 
Quebec und elsewhere." 

In the MouHo of Uonunons (17lh .fuiy, 
1895; Hansard, p. 1801), Mr. Laurier 
said : 

" If the schools are I^rotestant, every 
Protestant will way the government 
should interfere by all lueanH and so 
stop the outrage, if the ecbooiy are not 
l'rotest;int, but are conunou, they are 
still ()(t'L'ii!.ive to tlie Catholics. Why? 
BeciUis5U it, ia jiart of the Catholic 
doctrine that the children should 
have both secular and religious 
education. It may be said that 
it is prejudice ; that it should not be con 
Bidered; that Catholics should be sat 
isfied to have secular education in the 
schools — tiie teaching of reading, of his- 
tory, of geography, and so on. But if 
their conscientious conviction is that 
their children should be taught those 
religious trulliB which they deem essen- 
tial and necessary who can object ao 
seriously? " 

At Urockville be said : 

" I am axious to see those privileges 
restored to the Roman Catholic minority 
in Alanitoba." 

At MerricUviUe be ssid : 

" There is not a man in this audience 
but who would be glad to see the Catho- 
lic sirlioola restored by tlie Legislature of 
Manitoba." 

In the House of Commons on 23rd 
January, ISUti, Mr. Laurier, in speaking 
of the objection to Dominion interfer- 
ence, said (The Globe, 24th January, 
18961: 

" The government mast first overcome 
tlie repugnance that exists in the minds 
of the electors in the country. How 

was that to be overcome? There was 
only one way to do it — it was by bring- 
ing the facts to the people, and showing

"Till! government finally introduted a 
bill, which was such a miserable thing 
that, althoin.;li it was called a reineilial 
bill, the principle of remedial legislation 
was not within its four corners. . . . 
But, unfortunately, and here is the point 
of difference between Catholic and I'ro- 
testant, the Prolestanta were tatisfled in 
limiting religiouH teaching to those 
moral tenets in which all Christians be- 
lieve, and they would feel themselves 
persecuted if they did not have the priv- 
ilege of iniparting tbes-e truths, lint 
Koman Catholii'H want more. Tli(>y do 
not limit religions ti!acliiiig to moral 
ideas, but want dogmatic teaching as 
well. It is one of the cliaracteristica of 
the church to which I belong that it 
places on the .'■anui footing moral teaidi- 
ing and dogmatic teacdiing, and its 
memljers vvonid think tbom.'selves per- 
secuted if tliey have not the priv- 
ilege of teaching both. Tho point 
in Manitoba being merely the ox- 
tent to which religious teaching shall 
go. it seems to me that it should be an 
easy thing to bring these elements to- 
gether, and get the Protestants to give 
to the OalbolicH the rights of religious 
teaching which they claim for tliem- 
selvcH. (OheerH.) A little explanation 
woulil have solved the problem, and if 
instead of having at the head of ndairs 
such men as Sir Mackenzie Bowcll, you 
had 8m;h a man as Sir Oliver Mowat 
(cheers) to deal with that question, ho 
would have approaclied the Protestant 
people of Manitoba, not with atlireat, as 
was done by Sir Mackenzie Bowell, but 
would have addressed himself to their 
Christian conscience, and told them to 
give to the minority tho jirivilegea of 
conscience which they claimed for tlioiii- 
aelves, and if the people of Manitoba re- 
mained obdurate there was alwaifs le- 
servi'd the powers of the Constitution to 
fall ba 'k upon."

'The country Is 
Hooded with thellteratiire of that nartv, which 
win deceive tho unwary if possibit,', aiid imike 
them believe that tlie ' Liberal ConserviiMves 
are the most corrupt giiverniiieiit on the fiice ol 
Iheeiirtli. Riiiee l^'Ji we liml iliat the govern- 
ment lias been jjriidlially redlleinn i.lie tarlU' 
upciii all artii'li's that are 111 general use bv Mie 
working classes in llie coiiiitrv. We see iii tlie 
I-'iniiiiee .Mini-ter's liiiilgct speeeli ("on, .Mr. 
I''<i.ster) that llic articles such as tea. (police and 
tin were entered free of duty, wliieb means 
tiiuttho government were ('onsidorinK the in- 
terests of the masses, and weiind right along, 
year by year, duties struck oil' articles which 
wore a great burden to the people; and we are 
promised that the same jiol Icy will be continued 
until we have every ariicle in general use re- 
duced Fo that wo will have just enough pro- 
tection to keep our neighbors across the border, 
or any other country, irom getting anv undne 
advaiitageover us. We are all a«iire 'that the 
policy of the United States Is a IiIkIi protei live 
one. They are not in favor iit lei'iprocitv, 
prclereiuliil trade they care nothing aboii't, 
unless it is tn tlicir advanln,i;e. 'I'licv will i;ive 
nil iirefereiu'n to us. and what are the Liberal 
jiarty ailviicatlni.'— free trade, tree trade, a tiirlll 
for revenue; In fact, wtien we liud the Liberals 
at their best Ibeir policy is uoibiug more than 
what the Liberal Conservatives are carrj'ini; 
out at jiresont. Hear wliat we have from one 
of our local Liberal papers: 

"A tarilt" readjUBtmcnt does not mean the 
wanton destruetion of the industries for the 
mere sakeol carrying out a revolutionarv pro- 
gramme. Tbe object Is to lielji the industries 
of lliecountry." 

And yet on the other band we hear tliem 
crying from one end of the countrv to the otlier, 
tlie pulley of tbe Lilieral Conservatives in pro- 
tecting onr natural industries is giving the 
nianufaeturers all the bcceHts— that they are 
tlie only ones reaping the rich harvest. It is 
impossiljle for any government to become por- 
fe<:tln aycar.orevenZOyears. They are finding 
tint dally what Is the best for the great massof 
the people, and I am glad to see that there are 
such promising signs tliat tliey will be returned 
to power by an overwlielmiiig majority. To 
tnose ot lis who have lived under the reign of 
the Liberal Conservative government, during 
tho last 17 years, and who have felt tlio great 
benelits by the unulual reduction 01 the tarlll', 
no argument lo the contrary will convince us 
that free trade will be a chauge for the better. 
I say Canada for the Canadians first, last and all 
the time. 

The Manitoba Rchool Question is the subject 
that the Liberal party are eipecting to ride 
into power by. On tills question 1 desire 10 
give my bumble judgment, so that those who 
liave given this imdesirKble question little 
ciiiisiileratlou may see that British fair plav 
will prevail at last. When .Manitoba received 
lier Constitution in 1870, tlie rights of llanitobu 
were priitei'ted by law Tlie minority at that 
lime were the I'roteslauts. Alter a number of 
yciir.s tbe separate seliools did not give justice 
to all. Tliey \,'i're found to be a great burden 
on the poor farmeii* and tlie taxation became 
lieavieron one portion ot the people lhan the 
other. The selinols were not up to the sta.idard 
public schools, the teachers were below 
the slaiidard, a spirit of dissatisfaction reigned 
Hiiiongsi the majorily, who had by this time 
onie rr<)te>tantB, and the Manitoba I,cgis- 
lature piiBsed the StateSchools Act. In passing 
tliai act I consider that they did not give the 
minority that consi'leration that the Maritime 
and I';astern provinces had done. That was tho 
right time the quesilon slionld have been 
settled. After si.x X ears litigation we liml that 
it has become a national (jucstion. Kenieilial 
legislation as brought in liy ihe Kov'.'rninent 
not lieuii enilorsed by the eounlry. Tlie 
ra! party have been di\'iiieii on Iheqiics 
tlon as wi ll as the (-'onservatives, and tlie eon- 
Insiiin that the xvisest men in the eouiitry 
liave eoiiu' to is iliai the Manitoba Legislature 
ill have to settle the matter in an honorable 
manner to all concerned. I could not sniicort 
itemeilial Legislation as liroUKdit in by tlie 
government, but would suiqiort any measure 
lo give jiisiiic to all eoni'erneil, so longustlie 
publie school system is kept intael. Hon. Mr. 
Laurier, while in B.C., suld on two occasions 
wbiiu here that we had the best tcAooI system in 
the country, and commended oUr province 
highly on Its advanced school system. Having 
such testimony (and I believe he meant all he 
I) 1 have no hesitation in saying we have 
ml as jierfecta school system as tliore Is In 
any country. 

In coming to provincial matters 1 believe we 
arc on tlie tbri'Shold of a iinisperoiis future. 
(.)ur mineral lesouiccs, from our borders to the 
Arctic Ocean, indicate liuit wo have untold 
wealth within our 'each. Being alive to those 
facts, it IS onr duty to advertise our re*ources; 
toeiiciinrago English capital to come andde- 
velop onr mines of precious metals. The federal 
and iirovincial governments nuist do their 
iiarts also, and It will be tlic duty of tho mem- 
tiers elected to Ottawa to see that juHtlec is douo. 

I am In favor of the suhsidlzlng of the C.W.R. 
to a reasonable extent, and eudorse the action 
of the B.C. government on this question. 

The c.xle.islon of the E. &. N. R. should he 
carried outfit once, and tho neces.vary appro- 
priation should have been granted at the last 
session of our Dominion I'arlianicnt. 

The fanners of our district will ri'ijuire the 
car'u'st attention of the local Ti.emlior riinsiiU^r 
ing the hi'atlered eoiidlliiia in whieli ihey are 
placed along our coast, ami on i.iis IsLiiiil. 

.Markets reiiiilre to be established in all onr 
principal cities, facilities for pctli'ig to tlio.'^e 
markets, and reasoni blc rates by railway and 
bteimcrs sliould be given. As the government 
have to assist in this line, it is only re son be 
lo expect tliat they will grant every fiic llty in 
tlieir power, and » iilcli 1 shall feel it mv d'uiy 
to urge, Hiioulil 1 have tho honor to 00 elected. 

Our Postal sxslcm reciulres investigation. Tho 
growing needs of all parts of our district by 
railways and steamers are not what wo require. 
The member for the district will be held respon- 
sible In fiitu re for atteiitlon;to our various needs. 
Considering our geog auhical condition 1 con- 
sider that we will require best consideration 
the Dominion giivernmeiit can give, by making 
lilieral appropr atioiis for public buildings, and 
lor improving our coasts anil harbors. 

Having been 17 years amongst you I consider 
1 have a Iiractieal knowhdge ol the various 
wants of our 1 istrict. If elected I will devote 
my whole time to working for the best Interests 
of all; to unite and hind together all classes, and 
capital and labor in all its branches, and will 
not commit m)BeIf on any great measure 
brought before parliament, without cnnsultlni;- 
the electors of the' district. In conclusion, I ask 
lor the support of all who deslre the prosteilty 
of our country.

IMPUBENTLY FALSE. 



'i'lie <,i rit weekly lias become (juite aa 
unscrupulous aa the Grit daily. Yester- 
<l ty's Province contains a statement as 
impudently false as any that ever ap- 
I'rtared in the Times. With respect to 
I le matter of Col. Prior's status, it has 
t'>ra long time shown that it has no re- 
gard for evidence or common sense, and 
now in order to deepen the false impres- 
sion it has so long been trying to make, 
it does not scruple to violate the truth in 
the grossest and, we must add, the stupid- 
est manner. ' In one of its paragraphs 
under the head of " iMen and Things " 
are to be found the following sentences : 

" .Silence is generally accredited witli 
being golden, iiut there are occasions 
when it is also extremely ominous. How 
is it, that aince his return from Ottawa 
Colonel Prior has made no sort of public 
nlluaion to bis own position, which he 
knows perfectly well still continues to 
exercise the minds of a very large ])ro- 
1) irtion ot the electorate? He addressed 
a !ull meeting of tlio Libernl-Conserva- 
iive Club in Victoria a lew days ago, but 
ui)on the subjeci; of his own views as to 
whether be ie or is not a full-fledged 
Cabinet Minister he remained as dumb 
as an oyster." 

The only crumb of troth there is in. 
the sentences (niotod above is that " Col. 
i'riur addressed a full meeting 
of the Liberal-CouKcrvativo Club 
in Victoria a few days ago." All the 
real is falsehood, with what no doubt the 
writer thinks embellishments. 

The Hon. Col. Prior when he ad- 
dressed the Conserviitive Chib did speak 
of his position, and that, loo, at consider- 
able length , and what is more, bis re- 
marks were reported and ap))eared in 
the Coi.oNisr the following morning. 
Tliu .Smart Alec of the Province, there- 
fore, had not the slightest excuse for the 
untruth he uttered so pretentiously, and 
aa he no doubt thinks so cleverly. The 
following is part of the report of Col. 
Prior's address aa it ai)peared in the 
Coi/ONisT of Thursday, the 1-lth inst. : 

To say a few words about himself, he 
wished to state that when Sir Charles 
Tapper asked him to join the new cab- 
inet, and to take the same po.sition as ho 
had occupied under Sir Mackenzie Bow- 
ell, he assured 'lini that if the Liberal- 
Conservatives were continued in power 
one of the very first measures ))reaented 
next Bession would he a bill abol- 
ishing the controUerships and creating 
as formerly the two distinct depart- 
ments of customs anil inland revenue. 
Sir Charles Tupper stated that lie did 
not believe in the controllerships, just 
as Sir John Macdonald did not, for 
though lie passed the bill several years 
before his death Sir John never put it 
into etrect. The standing of the. inland 
rcn'Hue department does not, however, af- 
fect the portion of iln head when he ,ii7,s at 
the council hoard, n'here every menihe, has 
an equal voice and vote, cant in tlie order 
ofhin seniuriti/ «.t a Privy Councillor, and 
nolaccurdiiKftu the department he con- 
troh. As a nieinher of the caliinet he had 
had exactly the fame voice and anthorili/ 
(iH (uii/ other niemlier, as Sir j'\facken:ie 
JUnuellor as Sir Charkx Tupper. lie 
ilioughtho was sufficiently well known 1 



We liave italicized part of this report 
so that It shall not escape the notice of 
the Smaj t Alec of the Province and other 
Clrit Smart Alecs who have for montba 
been making fools of themselves on the 
subject of Col. Prior's status in the gov- 
ernment. 

What had, previous to the publication 

of tlie impudent untruth, appeared in the 
Province about Col. Prior's position was 
enough to discredit it in the eyes of all 
intelligent and fair-minded men. No 
one but an empty-headed scribbler, who 
is as ignorant as he ia unscrupulous, 
would keep on week after week denying 
that Col. Prior is a Cabinet Minister 
after he had taken his seat in the 
Cabinet and his position as such had 
been recognized in the llouso of Com- 
mons and by the leading men of both par- 
ties in the Dominion. Such an unscru- 
iiulous attempt to deceive the electorate 
ought to discredit a paper of far higher 
standing than the Province. The dis- 
grai'eful violation of the truth tlnit it was 
guilty of yesterday must convince think- 
ing men that no statement which it pub- 
lishes, unless it ia corroborated by some 
respectable journal, is worthy of the 
slightest credit. 

LAURIER'S POLICY. 

The local Grit candidates, while on 
the hunt for votes, are trying to lead 
the farmers of the district to believe 
that if their party succeeds in tlie com- 
ing election contest the protection which 
the farmers of the Dominion now enjoy 
will be continued. This ia not what 
their leaders say. Here ia one of Mr 
Laurier's declarations, made in 1804 : 

" If we come to power, on that day, I 
promise you, a commission will go to 
Washington, and if we can get a treaty 
in natural pioducts and a list of manu 
factured articles that treaty will be 
made." 

"The policy of the Liberal party is to 
give you a market with sixty-five mil- 
lions of British men upon this contin- 
ent." 

Here is another : 

" When the Liberal party comes into 
power it will send commissioners to 
Washington to propose a mutual agree 
ment, by which there will bo Free Trade 
along the whole line, doing away with 
restrictions and removing the customs 
bonsea that go so far to cause friction 
between the two countries." 
Here is a pledge of peraistence : 
" The Liberal ])arty will never cease 
the agitation until they have finally 
triumphed and obtained continental 
freedom of trade." "We will not be 
drawn away by this issue or that issue, 
and keeping our eyes en the goal, will 
■work till we acconiplii?h our end." " If 
the Reformers of these days can accom- 
plish what they have in view — the great 
principle of free trade in America — they 
will have done to their country and to 
the Britieh race a service of which they 
will have reason to be proud."

CYCLING FOR LADIES. 



claim that it has the credit of having 
urged nr even advised women to cj'cle. 
Just as ever, women have tasted the 
fruit for themselves, with less barm to 
the se.x and the world at large than fol- 
lowed Eve's historical exijeriment. 

About the delicate and ditlicult mat- 
ter of dress the doctor wisely 
says very little. He seems to think 
that the ladiea have good sense enough 
and good taste enough to settle that 
matter for themselves without any in- 
terference from the medical or any 
other profession ; and he is right. He 
merely says : " Dress, on the other hand, 
is in the early stages of evolution. The 
strife between the aesthetic and the use- 
ful will probably end in compromise." 

A prudent man ia Dr. Fenton. He is 
more in his element when be discourses 
on the extent to which exercise on the 
bicycle is beneficial to women, and how 
far that exercise or amusement may be 
indulged in without injury. Here is 
his dictum cm the subject: 

From time out of mind it has be- 
come an axiom that a man ia the bettor 
[or all the physical exercise he can take 
short of exhaustion or damage to his 
organs. Prejudice alone has prevented 
this view being held with regard to 
women. 

" Bit by bit they have overcome the 
deeprooted prejudice with regard to one 
physical recreation and another, 
women proving that exercise within the 
same limits is just as beneficial to them 
as to men. It ia true they are handi- 
caoped by dress, by the disuse of their 
muscular system for generations, and by 
the lack of early training, which every 
school boy has thobenefit of. 

" Cycling is the ideal exercise to bring 
about a revolution in this respect. 
The amount of muscular and or- 
ganic (effort to be put forth for 
its accomplisliment can be re- 
gulated exactly to be always 
within the powers of the individual. 
Heroin lies the crux of the whole (lues- 
tion. A sound woman can cycle, and 
with benefit to herself. Muscular de- 
velopment and power of enduring vary 
enormously in different women as in 
different nien. Both must vary with 
ago and jnevious training." 

The Doctor seems to think that ladies 
will not be in danger of hurting them- 
selves by over-exertion. Some of them 
at first, by trying to emulate stronger 
women than themselves, may make mis- 
takes, but generally they will lind for 
themselves the line where pleasure 
ends and pain begins, and very few will 
go beyond it. He warns lady bi- 
cyclists against trying to climb 
steep hills. This is injurious; 
but on the level and up gentle inclines 
they may safely cycle, and not only 
with jierfect imi>unity, hut if iliey do 
not over-exert themselves with much 
benefit. " The majority of women," he 
says, "wisely set their faces against 
racing and record breaking. Both are 
physiological crimes. If women cycle 
on common sense terms, for pleasure 
and health, the sex and the community 
at large will greatly benefit and all pre- 
judices will be assuredly overcome."

A little while ago a great deal was 
heard about the dangers of cycling. The 
world was told that habitual cycling wna 
as dangerous to the constitution and 
nroductive of aa many diseases as mod- 
erate drinking. The new ami strange 
diseases created by bicycle riding were 
said to make the person — man or wo- 
man, youth or maiden — a sight to be 
seen. The bicycle face, the bicycle back, 
the bicycle chest and goodness knows 
whatelse, besides being dangerous dis- 
eases, were idl unsightly deformities. 
The confirmed bicycle rider not only be- 
came diseased, the alarmists declared, 
but, dreadful to say, grew ugly. But the 
bicycle habit grew iu spite of 
the warnings and the predictions 
of the croakers. Men, women and 
children rode on the bicycle morning, 
noon and night, and found, save and ex- 
cept a few bruises, they were, instead of 
bcini: any the worne for the exercise, a 
good deal better. 

The prejudice against cycling gradual- 
ly wore away. It was admitted that men 
jmight ride on the bicycle without in- 
jury, but it would never do for women, 
for physiological and other reasons, to 
use the machine. Mrs. Gi'undy too 
tried to set her face against cycling f(n- 
ladies. When women first attempted 
the exercise she looked sour and severe, 
and said Shocking!" in her most im- 
pressive manner; but for once Mra. 
Grundy was disregarded by the sex over 
whom her authority is generally looked 
upon as unbounded. And now we have 
the family doctor, notoften Mrs. Grundy's 
rival, coming in and justifying the re- 
volt of the ladiea. W. H. Fenton, 
M. A., M. D., says in the May number 
of the Nineteenth Century : 

Let it he at once said, an organi- 
cally sound woman cau cycle with 
impunity 



mucli impunity as a man. Thank 
Heaven wo know now that this is not 
one of the sexual problems of the day. 
Sex has notliing to do with it beyond 
the adaption of the machine to dress 
and ^lless to the machine. With cycles, 
aa now perfected, there is nothing 
in the anatomy or the physiology 
of a svoman to prevent them 
being fully and freely employed within 
the limits defined by 'common senae.

But 
despite lhe.se small vexations and the 
higli wind blowing the parade was a 
record breaking one, for which Captain 
Kd wards is deserving of hearty com- 
mendation. 

This same high wind, which at the 
Oak Bay track developed the dimensions 
of a gale, was responsible for slow races 
and somewhat dispirited finishes, for no 
one could finish strong with a tempest 
driving in his face. There were no sen- 
sational victories nor any examples of 
record breaking, but the meet was 
nevertheless not barren of genu- 
ine surprises. No one expected, 
for example, to sefl Davies of Kverett 
lead in the Deeminga in the professional 
(juarter; none except hia stanch friends 
believed Demorest, of Tacoma, capable 
of showing his rear tire to Dow and Hill 
— and no one thought to seo Victoria's 
two promising amateurs, Penwill and 
Sewell Moody, beat out these same vet- 
erans of the trai'k. Hill, it is true, was 
considerably off form, but ample evi- 
dence was given by the two Victorians 
named of theirspeod, their natural track- 
luansliipand their grit. The homo boys 
carried oil" their fair percentage of prizes, 
as usual capturing the novice event. .\ 
general distribution of honors prevailed 
during the day in all the contest;'. 
Heats were found to bo necessary in the 
amateur c|uarter and half, there being 
eight starli;rs in the one ami nine in the 
other, Demorest and Penw ill won the 
lirsi seh'ctinn for the Indf from Lester, 
of Vancouver, Hill, of Aberdeen, and 1'',. 
\. Wolll', of Victoria; then Dow (Se- 
attle) and S. P, Moody (V.W.C.) oiit- 
roile Spain, of Vancouvei-, and Fred. 
Sclione, of Seattle. In the (piarter 
I'vent also Demorest and Penwdll earned 
the right to compete in the iiual from 
Lester and Hill, Spain and Dow qual- 
ifying in the second trial. 

This weeding out was disposed of be- 
fore the race programme proper was en- 
tered upon, and the first trial heat being 
called at 2.15, the entire card of thirteen 
races was cleared three hours later, so 
sharply were the races jnit through. 

The novice race with live starters, 
ri'|iresenling Victoria, lOverett, Vancou- 
viM- and I lonohdu, II, L, was a loaf when 
first called, although S. P. iNloody oi 
Victoria made a finish that was worth 
waiting to witness. The refiuee, 
.Mr. C. II. Gibbons, promptly 
ordered the race ridden over, 
and again Moody ran away from 
his company at the finish in 2. 68 4-.'), 
riding as neativ and compactly as Mr. 
C)anipbell, and with something of his 
style. 

The hoys' race of one-third of a mile, 
with seven starters, was Fred Humber's 
from the spring out. He set a pace 
which would have done no discredit to 

any of the seniors, and won as he 
f)leaRcd with his following twenty 
wdieels away, in 52 seconds (hit. Lo 
Loivro beat Louis Borde out for second 
liouorB. 

It is tho general opinion among 
many Victorians and Puget Sound 
visitors at least that Penwill would have 
brought in the (juartor mile for tho home 
club but for a misha]) to hia seat i>ost 
just as everyone " jumped" on rounding 
tho bank in from the baok stretch. The 
accident lost him three or four lengths 
at the most critical time, and lie t.till 
managed to recover himself sufticiontly 
to beat out the Seattle star Dow and all 
but overhaul Spain for the second iiosi- 
rition. The latter was defeated for first place 
;Pby tho Tacoma crack Demorest, who 
anyone can be awarded that title wan 
Viue lion of tho day. Tho time in tho 
"«^ial was 33 4-5, tliree-liftha worse than 
'^\t of the first trial and a second and 
iny2.1!C-liftlis slower than the second.

dem pacing wdth their Columbia, and 
act a moat satisfactory clip, enabling the 
(competitors lo finish a good race in 1.11 
1-5. Demorest again won from Dow in 
the sprint, while Moody was only a few 
feet away. 

The two-mile amateur event, with ton 
entries and eight to face the starter, was 
also paced by the same obliging team, 
and but for a moat regretable accident 
in the very last lap, would have been 
the best as well as the concluding race 
of the day. Through the first five laps 
the racers chased the tandem in a liur- 
rying bunch, and in fact old- 
timers of the track had a i)re- 
monition that someone would 
come to grief in the scramble 
to get out of the jiack. It just so hu])- 
pened. The tandem was in no way to 
blauK! and had nothing to do with the 
s|)ill; it was simplv a case of accident 
pure and sinaple. Sebone, of Seattle, 
became a trifle unsteady just when 
nerves of steel were needed. The next 
instant he and Hill, of .Abeideeii, crash- 
ed and came to the track, jioor Hill with 
hia collarbone again broken and Schdne 
so iiadly bruised that it will 
bo months probably before he can 
again think of riding. Penwill and 
Wolfl" would have also been brought to 
grief had not the former jumped the 
track at considerable risk and tin; latter 
swung round the dismounted pair on the 
banking. Dow, Lester and Spain liii- 
ialied in the order given. 

To no one could accident have oc- 
curred with whom more genuine .sym- 
pathy would be felt than Manning Hill, 
lie is so fair and courteous a sporlainan, 
so clever a rider, and withal so careful 
andconsiderateatnan himself bothon and 
oir the track that he has earned the 
hearty good will of all racing men of the 
Northwest, and all of them wdll learn 
with real regret of this last chapter in 
his series of unfortunate accidents. 

The professional races, as mentioned 
in yesterday's t>aper, were this spring 
subordinate in interest to the'amateur. 
although the professional quarter was 
one ot the sharpest battles of the day, 
Davies, of Everett, jiroving liimself a 
whirlwind in the B[)url — so nmch 
that the Deeniings utterly 
failed to overliani him. The otder 
it tho finish was: Davies, J. 
Deeming, .V. Deeming, T. G, Moody, jr., 
and the lime 31 1-5 — a magnificent jier- 
formance with the existing wind coiuli- 
tioiis, and one wdiich could not have 
been accomplished had the track been in 
mything but the best pos.siiile shape. 

In the jnofessional mile the l')verett 
boy brought out his spurt too soon, his 
error of judgment not eacaiiing the vigi- 
lent provincial chanipiuu. Albert 
Deeming overhauled him and led 
him in to the mark, while Moody 
scored a victory over James Deeming 
for third place— 2.41 1-5 was the time. 

Only the two Deemings with Moody 
(T.i_i.) contested the ])rofe.ssional live, 
Davii!s and T. A. .lohnson going up on 
the Cleveland , tandem to set a cliji. 
This they did most satisfactorily, to 
MhiM't Deeming, wdio trailed the 
two-seater for a mile or two; and 
then gave an exhibition of fast 
unpaced riding, the tandem being 
lasned down. James Deeming being an 
iibelii!ver in the ])rinciplo of recipro- 
ity in pacing, he alloweil Mooily to tio 
practically all the drudgery until worn 
out and then, passing hiin with a apart, 
held second noaition to the finish. A. 
Deeming croased the mark almost a laj) 
ahead of his elder brother, in 14.08. 

The only other race of tho day, the 
United Service mile, brought a spice of 
humor to the show, and was won by 
Holland, R.E., from Truscott, U.K., 
Lyons not finishing. 

In the evening the visitors were tlic 
guests ot the V.W.C. at a most enjoy- 
able dance at the Mount Baker hotel, in 
the course of which the jirizea won 
during the day were presented, and 
everyone got well acquainted with 
everyone else. To-day a run to Gold- 
stream is on tho cards and local and 
visiting cyclers are requested to meet at 
tbe ciub rooms at 10 o'clock.

AMONG HIS CONSTITUENTS. 

The Premier Makes a Rousing Address to a 
Crowded Meeting at North Sydney. 

Is^'ouTii Sydney, C.B., May 23.— (Spe 
cial) — Yesterday war the anniversary of 
the Premier's career, it being forty-one 
years since he entered public life. Head- 
dressed a crowded meeting here yester- 
day afternoon, which, however, was not 
absolutely harmonious, a small sec- 
tion of it consisting of Liberals.

She 
fouled the buov, whiidi, accordiiifj' to tin. 
rules, disipialllied her. .She tried, how- 
ever, to come round again and liialie the 
liiioy,and got in I he way of the Kelpie, which 
caused the latter to foul tlK> buoy. The 
Kelpie then tried logo round on the other 
tack to turn the stake boat, and while she 
was in irons the Daisy Bell came along 
and. unable to clear the Kelpie, the Vic- 
toria yacht and the Kelpie came smash to- 
f;etlie"r. The Daisy Hell's crew were thrown 
into the water, hut four of them managed 
to elinib aboard the Kelpie. The three 
of the cre«' remaining being unable to man- 
age the Daisy I'.ell, she ca]isi/,ed. The 
liiilge's steamer Lottie, wliicli was close at 
hand luckily, with some dilliculty rescued 
the three men, who managed to ellnih ujion 
the bottom of the imfurtuiiiite Daisy Bell. 
An attempt was also made to tow the 
yacht, but owing to the heavy sea, she 
broke away and liiially had to be abaiuioned. 
The Sadie was despatehed in the 
evening to try and recover the yaidit, but 
w Idle the steamer was atteniiiting to make 
hisi a wave crashed the upturneii hull ol 
the Daisy liell au'iiinst the tug and stove 
the yacht's hull so badly that she was 
totally wrecked and was aliandoned.
